RADIO SWEDEN — Riksradions utlandsprogram — Informerar om 
Sverige och de övriga nordiska länderna, om Sveriges syn på internatio¬ 
nella händelser och dessutom erbjuds en internationell nyhetsservice. 

Radio Swedens sändningar kan avlyssnas på kortvåg i hela världen och 
desäutom på mellanvåg (1179 kHz 254 m) i stora delar av Europa.

Radio Sweden får årligen ca 40 000 brev från lyssnare i ca 160 länder. 
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Radio Sweden is the world service of the Swedish National 
Radio Company, an independent public service organization. 

Radio Sweden provides information about Sweden and the other Nordic 
countries: Denmark, Norway, Finland and Iceland. We report on Swed¬ 
ish views of International events, and on news from Sweden of interest 
to a larger public. 

Radio Sweden's broadcasts can be heard around the world on short- 
wave, and in most of Europé on medium wave (AM). Our broadcasts are 
beamed to various target regions. Sunspots and conditlons In the 
ionsphere change constantly and have slgnlflcant effects on receptlon. 
Broadcasts from other nations may Interfere with Radio Sweden broad¬ 
casts. For these reasons, frequencies must be changed regularly. You 
might try to pick up broadcasts beamed to nearby regions or to the 
opposite side of the world. We are very grateful for reports on reception 
quality. 

Radio Sweden’s broadcasts may also be heard in the greater Stockholm 
area on FM 89.6 MHz. 

In addition to our broadcasts we offer other services. These Include a 
telephone service to 16 Latin American radio stations and taped 
programs in French, English and Swedish. Radio Sweden recelves 
some 40,000 letters every year from listeners around the world. 

n order to receive most of our broadcasts, your receiver should Include 
ihortwave. We transmit on frequencies from the 49 meter band (around 
i MHz) to the 13 meter band (21 MHz).
